Protect That Hay: 

Feed is not going to be abund- 
ant this’winter, particularly good 
hay. A lot of hay was baled in 
good condition but is still lying 
in the field in the bale. It is bet- 
ter in'the stack and better still 
if the stack is under a roof of 
some sort. Covering feed stacks 
with sheets of plastic will give 
good protection against rain at 
a very reasonable cost. 


Perennial Weeds: 
From now until freeze-up is an 
important time-in. control of 


weeds such as Toad Flax, Leafy |. 


Spurge, Thistle and Quack Grass. 
Cultivation, if they are in sum- 
merfallow, will -prevent the 
strengthening of the roots. Use 
of chemicals, 2,4-D or soil steri- 
lants, where recommended as 
for thistles, Toad Flax and Leafy 
Spurge, is, very effective at this 
time. If the weeds are in crdp 
land, be careful not to spread 
seed around with harvestirig 
equipment. One way to prevent 
spreading is to mow weed pat- 
ches. This also marks the patches 
so that they are easy to find to 
cultivate or use chemical on. 


Trees: 3 
It is time to get your applica- 
tion in if you want. trees for 
planting next spring. If you want 
to plant trees next spring. the 
land must be summerfallowéd 
this year.- Trees available are 
Colorado Spruce, White Spruce, 
Lodge Pole Pine, Scotch Pine, Si- 
berian Larch, Manitoba Maple, 
American Elms, . Manchurion 
Elm, Common Lilac, Tartarion 
Honeysuckle, Caragana, Willow. 
Remember to summerfallow a 
big enough area for the trees you

The Gordon Royal Commission 


forecasts oil and gas future

Publisher of the ‘Daily Oil 
Bulletin’, Calgary, Alta. 
Many Canadians are fascinated 
when they look over the vast 
changes that have been wrought 
in Western Canada the past dozen 
years, because of major discoveries 
and development of certain of our 
nation’s richest resources, the 
hydrocarbons known as petroleum 
and natural gas. But. even more 
fascinating is what lies ahead for 
Canada because of these resources, 
provided we maintain the kind of 
economic and political climate that 
encourages men to turn dreams 

into realities. 

What can lies ahead for our 
country because of its ‘black gold 
and gas’ was outlined two years 
ago by the Royal Commission on 
Canada’s Etonomic Prospects 
headed by Walter L, Gordon, in its 
detailed forecast of the Canada of 
1980. The Gordon Commission— 
not to be confused with a more 
recent Royal Commission on En- 


ergy headed by a chairman of | 


somewhat similar name, Henry 
Borden—made a careful study of 
many phases of the national econ- 
omy and national resources, and 
was particularly impressed with 
the potential of our oil and gas. 

The Gordon Commission rates 
oil and gas among “‘the most im- 
portant factors in the overall econ- 
omy” and said “it ‘is clear that 
Canada's future economic develop- 
ment will depend to an increasing 
extent upon its resources of these 
fuels.” It envisaged an industry 
that by 1980 could be producing 
some 1.1 Billion barrels of Petro- 
leum and 3,000 Billion cubic feet 
of Natural Gas yearly, plus huge 
quantities of such gas by-products 
as Sulphur, Propane and Butane 
as raw materials for petrochemi- 
cal and other great industries 
across the nation. 

This could be an oil and gas in- 
dustry in Western Canada 10 times 
the size of that today, producing 
these products in volume one-third 
greater than ‘self-sufficiency’ for 
the greatly expanded Canada of 
1980. It could be capable of pro- 
viding Canada with a ‘net export 
surplus in oil and gas alone ex- 
ceeding One Billion Dollars year- 
ly’, contrasted with the current

‘net export deficit’ in these pro- 
ducts of over 300 Million Dollars 
yearly’. 

These are ‘heady’ figures, but 
let’s go further. While Gordon 
doesn’t spell it out in such specific 
terms, I can envisage our oil and 
gas resources supporting, by 1980, 
directly and indirectly, upwards of 
Three Million people in the ex- 
panded Canada of that time; pro- 
ducing raw materials with a gross 
worth exceeding Three Billion dol- 
lars yearly, and finished products 
of far greater value; generating a 
market for some, Two Billion dol- 
lars yearly in industry needs, and 
consumer goods produced by a 
host of other industries across the 
nation; -and contributing directly 
and indirectly over One Billion 
dollars yearly to Federal, Provin- 
cial and Municipal Treasuries in 
Canada. he estimate of revenues 
| to public tills includes royalties and 
| other fees on oil and gas proper- 
ties; together with income and 
property taxes. It does not include 
the ‘huge ‘gasoline taxes’, which 
absorb over one-quarter of every 
dollar we Canadians pay for motor 
fuels. 

The figures show clearly how 
every Canadian—regardless of his 
or her occupation or location 
|across the nation—has a mighty 
| big stake in the oil and gas re- 
sources with which our West is 
‘blessed.
